The Blacks and Whites,
Prom the N. Y. Thmes.

It really isfs wonder that this couutry ex
isted 5o long as it did, without the dirsct aid
and sncouragement of black voteis. It seams
toben well-nuthentioated higtorical fact, that

the Republic dld get on quite comlortably
for something lke eighty years, while the
biscks not only did not fight our battles
nor control our elections. It Is troe thers
wore & good many things thal were not ex-
actly as they should have been, bhut naverthe-
less the country prospered; the crops were
good; the liberties of the peopls were protected;
we went through one war with Great Britain
and another with Mexloo very oreditably;

commarce flourished; taxation was light; we
paid our national debt; foreign nations envied
us, and we, in turn, and for the sake of keap-
ing up good fellowship, despised them—and
on the whole we got along very comfortably:
and in all this we had no help from the biaeks
but, on the contrary, devoted a great deal of
our dme to abusing them and whipping them
and keeping them in slavery.

But now we are told that bat for the negro
we shonld go forthwith to eternal smash, The
Tribune tolls us that but for the black soldisrs
in our armies the Rebellion would have tri-
umphed. Our Union was saved from utter
destruction only by the invinelble arm of the
enfranchised glaves, The whités proved ut-
torly unequal to the tazsk. And now nothing
bul black votea can save the Republican party
from overthrow and the Union from rain,

Possibly all this is trune; butl we cannot say
ita truth has ever been made quite olear to
us. We honor tlie blacks for what they did
oontribute to the suocess of the Union arms,
but we oannot forget that they also lent a

deal of strength to the Counfederate force,

@ believe it is true that Do negro ever be-
trayed & Unlon man; but we are not aware
that the mnegroes ever betrayed a Rebel sol-
dier. Treachery is net among the sins of the
negro charapter; they are generally [mithful to
the side they happen to be with., Anid whila
we would have their merils and services fally
acknowledged and rewarded, we are a litble
tired of hearing «ll the oredit given to them
for the defeat ofthe Rebellion and the salva-
tion of the Union. One reason, perhaps, of
our weariness is, that we don't believe it all
belongs to them. We canoot help thinking

:llut gome of it belougs to the white goldiers
80,

“1f the blacks are mnot enfranchised," says
the Tribune, “Vallandigham ¢an beat General
Grant for President.”” The Tribune evidently
would not shed many tears over that resnlt.
But it is mistaken. Principle still counts for
something among our white voters. Vallan-
digham did not carry Obioc when he ran for
Governor two years ago, and yet the blacks
of that State were not "'enfranchised.” White
votes will still tell—and on the side of the
Union, too, in spite of the Tribund's croakidys.

The Next Preastdency—The Drift of Pub-
o Sentiment.

JFrom the N. ¥. Times.

The Democratic organs continue their ex-
ultations over the result of the late elections,
This s both natural and proper, thongh it
geems to us a good deal overdonse, Practioally
=—g0 far a5 oflives go—they have gained very
little by them; their importance consists
wholly in the evidence they afford of a change
in the political sentiment of the country. The
Demoorats look npon this change as rendering
absolately certain the return of their party to
power. Inthis we think they will be very
muoch mistaken. We look upon it a8 much
more likely to render that avent impossible.

The laté elections, in our judgment, will
compel the Republican party to make General
Grant their Presidential candidate. They
dare not nominnte anybody elss, howaver
much very many of their 'leaders” would
like to do so. If Ohio and Pennaylvania
had gone Republican by as large majorities
a8 they did two years ago, and if the fall
elections erally had shown no abatement
of Republican strength, the party would
have felt reasonably sure of electing any
man they might nominate, and probably
Judge Chase would have been their candidate,
But such & proceading now would be by no
means #afe. The elections show, bayond all
vontroversy, a revulsion im public sentiment
againgt the measures and policy with which
Judge Chase {8 moat closely identified. Hedig
more thoroughly committed to the principle
of universal negro suffrage than any other
nblic man of equal prominence as a oandi-

te; and rhat principle has n most dis-
tinetly and decisively repndisted In Obio. It

is very well te say that the Republican
?urt cannot abandon it—tihat they must
‘fight on," and “rally afresh to the combat,”

and “keep the banner of eternal jnstice very
high,"" and all that sort of thing. BSo it may,
and so it eghonld; bnt it does not intend
to be beaten in the next election. The party
does not see very well how the causs of jus-
tice and the rights of the negro are to be
alded by the election of a Copperhead Prasi
dent; and it does ot intend to parmit any suoh
result. It will go in fo win, and it will nomi-
nate as {ts candidate the man who is most sure
to be elected.

No one can donbt, or fall to see, that the
sentiment of the whole country points to
Grant as that man. Nine-tenths of all the
Republican journals and politivians of the
gountry look npou his nomination ag gn abso-
Inte necessity, and as an egually absolute cer-
tainty. Four months sgo we said that the
time was not far off when *‘the very existince
of the Republican party, as well as the weliare
of the country," wounld be seen to demund his
nowination. It was just as imparative a
necessity then ag it is now: but it was not 8o
generally seen and Lnown to be sugh, It nesded
tha elections which have just besn held to
open the nation's eyes to the faet.

Now General Grant, ns the ogndldate of ths
Union sud Republican party, will ¢ome nearer
to being elected wnanimendy than any other
man sinee James Monros. The Democratic
party cannot put in nominstion any man who
csu hold the feld WDIH. hilﬂ, or gel eaven a
mpau'l.lbh minorlt] 70'.0-“ He will tuke Ol
fourth of the whole Demodratio vote In uvary
Northern and Western Etate. Indeed, we do
not regard it as by any means cortain that the
Demooratio party would nominate a candidate
against him; but the result would be the same
in either case. Nor will it be at all affected
by the vpomination of & radical oandidats,
throungh such s movement 88 wis attempted
at Clsveland in 1564 agalnat Mr. Lincolu.
Such & nomination would swell the vote which
Girant would recelve from the Demoorats, far
more thag It would weaken the Republican
pupport.

it wonld, perhaps, be too much to aay that
buot for him the Rebellion would have

trinmphed—for we cannot admit that its sup-

pression depended upon any one man—but
cartainly no one muan did anything like so
muoch s he to effuct its defeat snd overthrow,

His garvices in the war, his faith in the Union,

Lis steady, unfallering persaverance in thy

measures he desmed eadontial to sucoess, the
oalm gelf-relisnce, the undistarbed equanimity
with which he met reverses when reverses
came, and prosécuted the war to the glorions
viotory by which it was finally crowned, have
given him a hold upon the people of the whols
country which no lntrigues of party can in the
loast disturb. His position on the varions
questions which bhave disturbed and divided
the vountry is one which will ¥indiente itsolf
agninst malevolent or factions assanlt from
any quarler.

When the war closed he urged the most
ppeedy restoration of the Union, oconsisteut
with the principles on which the war had besn
waged, and which the victory had established
ag eseential to the peace and safety of the
country; and he has never vensed, from thal
time forward, to press upon the Houth tha
poveptance of the measures which would oon-
duce most promptly to the attainment of that
end, His public viewa are not, in the slightest
degree, the result of his passion or his resent-
ment; neither party feeling mnor personal
iuterest has any ghare in the formation of his
opioions or the guidance of his conduct: ha
nots golely from & calm conviction of what is
required for the public good. Neither radioal
nor conservative, in his opinions or his acts,
go far a8 those words have noquired a party
weaning, he has the confidence of all parties
in the integrity of his motives, the npselfish-
pess of his views, and the practical, straight-
forward character of his mind, His election
would disarm all hostilities, and induace a cor-
dial colperation of all classes and all parties
in the great work of the practical reconstriio-
tien and restoration of the Union to more than
its old harmony and prosperity.

After great convulsions like that through
which we bave just passed, there comes a time
when parly resentments loga their fervor and
their force—when the contending seas grow
oalm from weariness, and when men ars glad
to seek again the peace and rest to which they
have been strangers so long., Ceireat communi-
ties, after Jong contention, are often glad to
ahandon the hope of gettling their troubles by
the strifes of faction, and are only too glad to
put their trust in some one man, who has*
challenged their admiration by his ability, and
commanded their confidence by his fidelity and
unselfish devotion to the public good. Such a
moment has arrived for us. %ho people of
this country, disgusted by the unseemly and
froﬂtlaau wrangles of the last two years, hope-
ess of reaching national union throogh the
violemce and bitterness by whioh they have
been marked, will be only too glad to place
al their head go tried and so true a leadwr as
Genperal Grant. His administration will dis-
aolve hostile parties, and lead inevitably to
new orgunizations and new ocembinations

hetter adapted to, the emergencies of the
times than thoge whioh linve already outiiven

their day, and are rather hindering than aid-
ing the great work which the necessities of
the day demand.

Can Reconstruction Be Reversed !
I om the N. Y. Tribune.
Some of onr Democratic friends are worlking

thamselves into the belief that the reconstruc-
tion policy adopted by Comgress can be re-
versed, and the laws passed last winter for the
organization of State governments on the basis
of hmpartial suflrage can be repealed, by De-
mocratic victories this fall. Suppose the
victories won, what would be the result? No
members of either Houge of Congress can be
elected until 1568, It would be in vain to
ask the present Senate and House to repeal
the laws which by & twe-third vote they have
adopted, and return to the President’s policy
of reconstructing the South onthe basis of the
white vote only, nine-tenths of which are

Rebel and pro-slavery. I'or nearly two years
alter President Johngon oame into power, the
policy of reconstruction on the white vote onl
was fully tested. Its fruoits were the blmzi
codes of Bouth Carolina, Misslssippi, Georgis,
and other States, for the rednslavement of the
freedmen, debarring thom from owning lands,
hiring houses, disposing freely of their ser-
vioes, and providing them the iuum and the
lash ae a substilute for wages, and the Fugi-
tive Slave law, with its bloodhoands, as a
remedy for discontent,

Laws were passed Ly the Legislatures and
municipal governments elected by the white
vote only, disarnung the cplored soldiers who
had fought for the Union, taxiog severely all
ocoupations followad by colored men, limiting
their right totestiiy as witnesses in courts, and
to meet in public assemblies. Nota single law
previding for the eduocation of fresdmen was
passed. Acts abolinhing slavery and repsal-
ing the ordinance of secession were wrung
from them only by moral voercion and under
protest, But further than this none of them
conld be driven. Nowhere did they give squal,
or any civil rights to the blacks. A black man
must hire onl for the whole yesr during the
most disudyantageous season, viz., the firsi
weeks in January, thas excluding him from
all employments but agrienltaral and menial
labor, Tor in no others would employers hire
for 4o long terms; he was forbidden sither to
bay or hire & house or land, thus breaking up
that first and highest element of freedom, ths
family, and compelling all its members to live
us menials in white families or field hands on
white men's plantations. If permitted to testify
in court at all, it was before a judge whom he
had no vote in electing, and a jury from which
all of his race were excluded. Jostics, to him,
was an impossibility. A different code of
rights, of punishments, of taxes, was made out
for him {from that which governed his white
master, If thess barbarous and oppressive
laws peaded enforoement, a Rebel gherill was
authorized to call upon & Rebel governor, who
summoenegd into the feld the smme Hebwl
armies that gurrendered at Appomatiox; vom-
manded by the same officors, and whosa or-
ganization was continued under the name of
State militing. The race.thua sought to bs
oppreseed were two.thirds of the peopls in
South Caroling, three-fifths in Miggisslppi and
l:Dnlr'Ial.m, and one-third in the sntire South,
The blacks saw that their coveted liberty, pro-
olddmed by Lincoln, was vanishing under
Jobuson's system of reconstruction. They
eried out iu agony that thelr condition was
tenfold worse than when {d glavery. Then
they had sach but ons master, and his heart
might soften. “Now.!' gald they, ‘'we serve
n mob, and it s werolless," Qgru‘ktlung
became the amusement of the chivalry. If &

indn 8, his proporhy was
b, 'ﬁ 8 iil,h-r wages, he wa-
sent to jall for idlenoss. I he got out of work,
he wag sold as a slave, Fifteen hundred mu:
ders of pegroes; for which nobody was ar.
rested, were reporied in Texas, Daily, ke
murders were pérpetrated, and went un.
uniched, ju every Johosouized State. The
‘reedmen’s Bureau and our mllltur[:. ofMoers
Mt war
agningt the black race. For want of the
ballot, every means adopted to protect them
was inadegnate. Rebels and Dewmoorats waere
vqually furions in denuncistion both of the
Freedmen's Barean and of our military oouu-
pation of the South, which were all that saved
ihe trembling blacks from an Immnediabe re-
forn to slavery. The President, to stop the
spritation't of the late Rabels, was too rupidly
wilhdrawing the troops and working to
aholish the Burean. Before the froedmen
there were but three alternatives—the hallot,
exteymination, ‘or slavery. All sengible mon
gaw (hat partial snffrage was perpetaal war,
and that white suffrage mieant a war of
races, President Linooln on nnmerous ocds-
sions, and President Johnson in his letter to
(tovernor Sharkey, had recommendad that the
suifrage be given to all blacks who conld read
and write. The Bouth received the propoaition
with greater seorn than it afterwards showed
{owards universal suffrage. Evidently, it wasin
vain to look to the white vote of the South
for the remedy. That was itsslf the disease,
There was 1o remedy save in Congress, That
body conld not have prooeeded with groater
deliberation. It proposed to the white vote of
the South a schems by which it might still
rule the South absolutely, provided it would
consent that each Northern man's vote shonld
have the same weight in eleoting Represonta-
tives to Congress as that of each Southern
voter, and that certninlolasses of Rebeals should
not hold Federal offices. The Bouth rejectsd
with georm any proposition by which they
could not send Lee and Davis to the Senate or
vote for them for the Presidency. They de-
manded with equal hauteur that their old pre-
rogative of voting not only for themselves but
for the blncks should mot Le invaded—nay,
ghould be cnlarged by emancipation, so that
the whites who formerly voted for threo-fifths
of the blacks should now have added to their
aggregate voté the power of one full vote for
every colored man at the South, whether that
colored man should vote or not. They de-
manded that a white Reébel SBouth Carolinian’s
vote shounld not only vote down two loyal dis-
franchised black South Carolinians, but three
New Yorkers, makiog five in all.

Still Congress deliberated for another year;
until the nnmistakable vgive of the peopls in
oondemnation of the President's polivy, and
the culmination of the oulrages of the white
suffrage system in the negro massacres at New
Orleans and Memphis, compelled them to enaoct
by law gome just and statesmaniike plan far
restoring loyal governments to the Southk, and
the Bouthern BStates to Congress. Nor two
years the white vote had been only renewing
rebellion, restoring slavery, and “‘organizing
hell.” What the South needied was a new
constituency—in love with freedom aud loyal
to the Union. Congress dalled it into exist-
ence by extending suffrage to the blacks, lm-
medintely the impending war of races was
changed to a wondrous scens of billing and
cooing, in which leading Rebels vied with each
other in acvepting the situation, and io patron-
izing and inntruutiu% the black yote. As by

magiv the negro-killers desisted from Lheir
gliivalrous pursnlt, oot Knowing Now soon

blacks might have the lawful power to punish
them. Legislatures allowed Dincks to testify.
The strenm of justice began to lave the sweat-
ing brow of oppressed lnbor. The thought of
restoring slavery was no more. Jnoall but the
mere formula of electing State governments,
and admitting representutlives to Congress, the
Sonth was at peace. The ballot was peace!

What if a President is soured Lecanse the
peace did not come by his plan, and did come
hy another? What if some thousands of lng-
gard Republicans fail to come to the polls and
vote to sustain these results as they ought to ?
Does that mean that the nation has decided to
raverse impartial sulfrage, the very promise of
which, discounted in advance by the whole
South, has brought peace ere yet & ballot has
beencast 7 Does it mean that we are to con-
gign the black race, and with it the whits, of
the South again to slavery! By no means!
The Democratic Earty can as well repeal
emancipation or the Declaration of Indepen-
dence s impartial sufirage. Whatever may
be the course of fulure elections, reconstruo-
tion will, beyond peradventure, go on in the
manner enacted by Congress, and a refosal
to coliperate therein by the Rebal vote of the
South will only result in their self-exclusion
from all offices and power in the State and
Nationul (iovernments. If they by their in-
avtion voluntarily hand over the government
of their States to the blacks, theirs be the
blame, We have reason to believe the blacks
alone would prove quite as good governors a3
the whiteg alens have been. Thay oprtainly
could do no worse, either for the South or for
the Union.

It ia alear that by this legislation Congress
Intended to prohibit and prevent every con-
sumer in this country (whether as a baverage
or for other purposes) from gettivg a gallon
of whisky for a less snm than the amount of
the tax. No matter whether the policy be
wizge or dnwise, tha Federal Leglalature in-
fended that by means of no bogus sales, pre-
tended chnteacts, or any manner of indireo-
tion, should anybody, anywhare, get & proof-
gallon of spirits for less than two dollars.
And to be consfstent, Congress provided that
if the Government f8ll into possesslon of any
whisky, it should be destroyed rather than be
pold for less than the tax.

The practical effect of the twenty-firat sec-
tion of the law which we have quoted is that
market lists or price ocurrenta give the price
of whirky oul of bond, or “elsewheére than in
a bonded warehouse.”” The much extolled
(in their own estimation) Revenue Board has
not been able by thres months' sffort to make
it safe for dealers in whisky to give publioly
the price, '‘“dax-paid!” If we believe the
market reports, there i8 no consumption of
whisky, it being never out of bond. This
gtate of things, while it makes it somawhat
difficult to establish the market price in New
York of a proof gallon of whisky, makes it at
the same time olear that it dees not bring §2.

We have, however, satisfled ourselves by
undonbted testimony, drawn from many
gources, that the prices of free whisky have
this year ranged as follows (—

In June, $1-15 to g1:624.

In July, $§1:05 to 2'05.

In August, #1456 to 160,

In Beptember, #1462 to #1°05.

The dates ara suggestive, The law was
pasged in March, and the Revenus Doard
organized June 21.

ow, unless all the condemned whisky in
New York and Brooklym, amounting to many
thousand gallong, sold previous to the first
day of this present month, was sold on the
“yary few days' in July fwhen the prics
jumped up to g;!*l)ﬁ, the public will be as curi-
ous as ourselves to know how it can be that a
Government auctioneer could gell at a priocs s0
far above known prices in the street.

We pass by the laughable commentary
upon the way the Metropolitan Board reformas
matters, which is afforded by the claim, that
the Grovernment cannot at a sale Eul. more at
the end of gseven months’ effort than the tax;
a circumstance holding out bright hopss for
all honest distillers, under Mr. McCulloch’s
administration |

1f sye were asked what motive the judiolal
or executive officers, including district attor-
neys, marshals and informers, can have to
get up sales which are bogus, aund in fraud
of the ﬁ{)irit and letter of the law, we reply
that unless a sale for two dollars is reported,

the whisky must, at the end of three months,
b destroyed; and if destroyed, these officers
lose their large percentages of the valae of the
vonllscated property.

We cannot come to any other conclusion
than that the replies of the District Attorneys
are superfloial, go far as the gist of our inguiry
is concerned, and thal, upon probing the mat-
ter deeply, they will lind it necessary to ad-
mit that whisky demoralization has reached
the sales referred to. Can it be that the Dis-
trict Attorneys who, on the Revenne Doard,
had to deal daily with the faot that whisky
was selling for less than the tax, never won-
dered how it happensd that the whisky in
which they were interestad could be gold for a
sum equal to the tax ? Did it mnever ocour to
them to ask for & record of the sales and as-
certain who were the purchasers! It cannot
be that, under the twenty-ninth seotion, it
would be tolerated by the law oficers that in-
formers should, out of their share, sattle with
the purchager for the difference betwesn #2 and
the market price, any more than such humbug
would be permitted, as between private pur-
ohasers, nnder the twenty-first seotion,

We commend to the law officers of the Gov-
ernment & careful examination into the man.
ner of these whisky sales. How are they
wanaged !
